The photo on the front cover represents our First Prize Winning 
display at the A. D. S. Show, “Gardens on Parade” N. Y. World’s Fair 
held on Sept. 20th, 21st and 22nd. Our display not only was beautiful 
and admired by everyone but also was rather an original one. As you 
can see from the photo we displayed a huge framed “Old Glory” made 
entirely of dahlias, white poms were mounted on the silvcr stars— 
bright red and snow white decoratives were used for the stripes. 
MARGIE PARRELLA and WHITE KING were used for the white, 
and LE TOREADOR for the red. Needless to say our display at- 
tracted the most attention of the visitors particularly for the original 
idea of the flag which was highly commented of being very appropri- 
ate particularly at this time. Honestly speaking this was quite a 
task. However, anything can be accomplished if we try. The size 
of the flag was 6% ft. « 4% ft. Nearly one hundred and seventy 
five large blooms were used and forty eight poms for the Stars. The 
stem of each individual flower were placed in water, as we did have 
a special arrangement of tanks in back of the frame, for that reason 
the blooms kept very well and we kept the flag on display for one 
week. Needless to say hundreds of photographs were taken of our 
display by the visitors during the three day Show and after that, and 
in some instances photographers had to wait in line over fifteen 
minutes in order to take a good photo as our display was always 
jammed, perhaps you were one of the many. We may add we kept a 
continuous display at “Gardens on Parade” from Sept. 14th until 
Oct. 23rd and there were many of our Novelties exhibited there which 
were highly praised and immensely admired. Many notations were 
made by the visitors particularly of our beautiful Seedling L - I - 2 
now named LYNN FONTANNE in honor of the great actress. S. M. 
37 - 19 now named MAGIC PRINCE, F. W. BECKETT, ALFRED 
LUNT named for that great artist of the stage. VIN WELL 
CRINKLES not large but very beautiful in color and formation. 
AMY PAGE and many others. Our display not only received First 
at the A. D. S. Show but also received a Special Award “Certificate 
of Appreciation” also many other First and Second Prizes. In other 
words the season of 1940 was another milestone added to our previous 
success. In closing am taking this opportunity of extending my sincere 
thanks to Mrs. Harriet B. Pratt and M~.

FASCINATOR, F. D.—Miniature. Small blooms of bright scarlet. Perfect 
centers always. A variety that will be hard to beat on the show table.

TEN BRIEF SUGGESTIONS TO THE AMATEUR ON HOW TO GROW 
BETTER DAHLIAS 


1. Select easily grown varieties and those giving full satisfaction. 
2. Prepare the selected planting spot well and place the supporting stake. 


3. Dig a hole, next to the stake, about 10 inches in diameter and 7 to 8 
inches deep, and place one handful of bonemeal in the hole, or any other 
recommended fertilizer and mix thoroughly with the soil before planting. 


4. Place roots in -flat position with the sprout or “eye” facing upwards. Cover 
lightly with about 2 inches of soil. In doing this be careful not to damage 
the sprout. As the plant grows, fill around the stem with soil. 


5. Do not plant too early. At times, too early planting spoils good roots. I 
would suggest planting from June 1st on, except in climates where a short 
growing season is prevalent. In that case use your own judgment. 


6. Keep the soil well cultivated throughout the season, and prevent weeds from 
outgrowing the plant. 


7. Water plants during hot weather at least once a week. Do not merely 
sprinkle them, but soak tnem. This must be done after sundown. 


8. Tie the plant to the supportive stake with soft cord, at distance of 12 inches 
apart. This is done as an added security against destruction by wind and 
storm. Spray with any reliable parasitacide at least once every two weeks. 


9. About August 1st, scatter, a handful of bonemeal about 6 inches around the 
stem and rake it gently into the soil. Other fertilizers may be used if 
geste ave not use excessive amounts of fertilizer as injury to the roots 
will result. 


10. About August 15th, the same treatment as above is applied. Disbudding 
at this time aids in the formation of bigger and better flowers and longer 
stems. This should insure good results. If any other informaticn is desir- 
able, I will gladly forward you the same.
